AIV  Accident  Sends  Emergency  Responders  Scrambling

A  call  came  in  to  dispatch  around  4:30  pm  on  Easter  Sunday  reporting  an  ATV  ac¬ 
cident  near  the  South  Fork  bride  along  Hwy  89  close  to  the  Estill  County  line.  The 
call  indicated  a  female  had  plunged  over  a  20-foot  cliff  while  4- wheeling  in  the  area. 
Upon  arriving  in  the  region  where  they  thought  the  accident  had  occurred  the  area 
was  too  difficult  to  travel  and  emergency  responders  decided  to  call  in  a  4-wheeler 
rescue  unit. 

In  the  meantime,  a  second  call  was  received  at  dispatch  at  hour  later  describing  a 
similar  ATV  accident  but  was,  instead,  located  in  the  New  Zion  Gray  Hawk  area.  A 
second  ambulance  was  dispatched  to  that  location.  When  the  second  ambulance  ar¬ 
rived  they  found  that  friends  of  Ms.  Annetta  Smith,  37,  of  Berea,  KY  had  used  their 
own  vehicles  to  retrieve  her  from  the  accident  site  and  moved  her  to  a  residence  on 
Mary  Kay  Isaacs  road.  Emergency  workers  soon  realized  that  both  calls  were  made 
in  reference  to  the  single  accident.  The  New  Zion  Baptist  Church  was  used  as  a 
loading  zone  and  Smith  was  flown  to  UK  hospital  with  what  was  described  by  the 
authorities  as  moderate  injuries.

as  a  businessman  in  McKee  across  the  street  from  the  old 
courthouse.  In  1952  Poodle  bought  Eldon  Smith’s  half  of  the 
plumbing  and  hardware  store  (GE)  and  became  a  joint  part¬ 
ner  with  his  brother,  Jerry  Marcum.  Two  years  later  (1954) 
Jerry  left  for  Indiana  and  sold  the  business  completely  to 
Poodle.  For  a  period  spanning  over  half  a  century  he  was 
a  presence  on  Main  Street  McKee.  With  only  a  third  grade 
education  he  managed  to  become  a  successful  and  powerful 
businessman. 

“Poodle  led  an  eventful  life,”  said  his  brother  Paul  Mar¬ 
cum.  “Right  or  wrong.  Good  or  bad.  He  was  always  Poo¬ 
dle.”  In  addition  to  his  business  interests  Poodle  was  very 
active  in  politics  for  over  50  years.  He  helped  many  with 
their  needs  at  the  hardware  store  and  interacted  with  many 
of  the  local  businesses  as  they  needed  plumbing  and  electric 
supplies  and  services.  Over  time  he  garnered  a  lot  of  local, 
state  and  even  federal  influence  that  translated  into  political 
power.  As  such  it  was  perhaps  inevitable  that  he  became  a 
divisive  figure  in  the  community.  Poodle  became  either  fa¬ 
mous  or  infamous  depending  on  opinion  and  practically  ev¬ 
eryone  had  an  opinion.  For  those  he  helped  he  was  a  buoy  in 
the  storm.  For  those  on  the  other  side  of  the  political  debate 
or  the  business  deal,  he  was  part  of  the  problem. 

Human  beings  are  complicated  and  defy  simple  summa¬ 
tion.  Poodle  was  a  dedicated  father,  shrewd  businessman, 
hard  worker  and  cunning  politician.  He  helped  many  people 
in  Jackson  County  that  were  in  trouble  or  down  on  their 
luck.  He  also  made  some  big  mistakes  and  enemies  along 
the  way.  Regardless  of  which  side  you  were  on  one  or  which 
facet  you  remember  one  must  appreciate  that  Poodle  has 
been  a  big  part  of  the  history  of  McKee.  For  over  50  years 
his  opinion  mattered.  For  over  50  years,  his  storefront  was 
the  snapshot  picture  of  Main  Street  defining  the  image  of 
McKee  for  the  entire  lives  of  many  of  us. 

As  the  funeral  procession  traveled  to  the  family  cemetery 
the  hearse  made  a  detour  and  took  one  last  trip  around  the 
block.  Circling  the  courthouse  it  slowed  as  it  passed  the 
Marcum  Electric  storefront.  As  it  drove  away  one  knew  that 
an  era  was  ending  and  McKee  would  never  be  the  same.

NOTICE  FROM  THE 
JACKSON  COUNTY 
SHERIFF’S  DEPARTMENT 


In  the  last  several  weeks,  the  Sheriff’s  Office  has  re¬ 
ceived  numerous  complaints  about  4-wheelers  on  local 
roadways  late  at  night.  As  a  courtesy  to  the  citizens  of 
Jackson  County,  the  Sheriff’s  Department  wanted  to  make 
sure  that  all  citizens  are  familiar  with  the  atv  laws  which 
is  KRS189.515  restrictions  on  operations  of  all  terrain  ve¬ 
hicles. 

KRS189.515  states ,  except  for  vehicles  authorized  to 
operate  on  a  public  highway  as  of  July  15,  1998  and  ex¬ 
cept  as  provided  in  sub  section  6  of  this  section,  A  per¬ 
son  shall  not  operate  an  atv  upon  any  public  highway  or 
roadway  or  upon  the  right  of  way  of  any  public  highway 
or  roadway.  The  only  exception,  a  person  may  operate 
an  tav  on  any  two  lane  public  highway  if  the  operator  is 
engaged  in  farm  or  agricultural  related  activities,  con¬ 
struction,  road  maintenance  or  snow  removal.  A  person 
operating  an  tav  under  this  sub  section  shall  restrict  the 
operation  to  daylight  hours,  except  when  engaged  in  snow 
removal  or  emergency  road  maintenance. 

If  deputies  are  called  in  reference  to  a  complaint,  the 
person  could  be  charged  with  the  above  stated  law.  The 
Sheriff’s  Department  wants  everyone  to  be  safe  and  enjoy 
their  summer  activities,  however,  the  citizens  also  have 
the  right  to  not  be  disturbed  by  activities  of  others  at  un¬ 
reasonable  hours  of  the  day  or  night.

1  Samuel  16:1-13 

It  could  have  been  that  David  wasn’t  invited  to  the  feast, 
or  maybe  he  turned  down  the  invitation  because  of  his 
faithfulness  as  a  shepherd.  Either  way,  it  really  didn’t  mat¬ 
ter;  he  wasn’t  considered  a  likely  prospect  for  the  position 
of  next  king  of  Israel.  His  brothers  were  the  warriors,  with 
greater  military  experience  and  appearance  that  fit  the  title. 
David  was  the  youngest  of  his  seven  brothers  and  probably 
reminded  of  it  often.  David  might  have  seemed  unimportant 
to  those  around  him,  but  was  of  major  importance  to  God 
and  His  kingdom.  God  had  filled  David’s  life  with  teachings 
and  evidence  of  His  power.  His  defeat  of  killing  a  lion  and 
bear  from  harming  his  sheep  was  victory  on  the  bottom  rung 
of  a  ladder  that  led  up  to  David  being  an  awesome  king  of 
Israel,  as  well  as  the  ancestral  reign  of  Jesus  Christ  as  Savior 
of  the  world. 

Jesse,  their  father,  beckoned  David’s  brothers  to  pass 
before  Samuel  one  by  one,  each  anxious  to  be  pointed  out 
and  anointed  by  Samuel  as  the  next  king.  No  doubt,  they 
were  spruced  up  and  looked  the  part,  keeping  their  stem 
military  postures  in  presentable  position.  Confusion  was 
in  the  air  when  neither  one  of  them  were  chosen.  Samuel 
knew  he  hadn’t  heard  God  wrong  when  He  told  him  Jesse’s 
son  would  be  the  one,  so  he  asked  Jesse  if  he  had  any  more 
children.  The  reply  was  probably  something  like,  ‘well.... 
yeah....  but....  could  it  possibly  be?....  he  is  the  youngest 
and  just  a  ruddy  lad’ .  Nevertheless ,  Samuel  had  a  work  to  do 
and  wasn’t  leaving  until  he  completed  it.  David  was  brought 
in,  presumably  still  in  his  work  clothes,  as  his  humbleness 
and  heart  for  God  moved  through  the  midst  of  the  pride 
and  intimidation  from  his  brothers.  David  stepped  into  an 
anointing  that  day  that  would  change  the  course  of  history. 

In  this  life,  we  will  never  fully  understand  God’s  choosing 
and  callings,  or  what  makes  the  hearts  of  mankind  different. 
We  are  sometimes  as  Jesse  and  Samuel,  judging  by  appear¬ 
ance  before  spiritual  perception.  It’s  easy  to  get  caught  up  in 
warfare  and  troubles  on  the  frontline  and  not  be  able  to  see 
how  God  is  preparing  someone  for  ministry  behind  the  scenes . 

We  may  be  the  one  God  is  preparing  for  a  distinct  gospel 
ministry.  We  may  be  the  less  likely  or  less  sought  after 
candidate.  When  Samuel  looked  upon  the  men,  he  noticed 
their  leadership  qualities;  however,  God  sought  out  a  faithful 
servant.  David  remained  humble,  kept  integrity,  and  stayed 
repented  of  his  mistakes.  God  is  seeking  these  same  assets 
in  people  today  to  birth  the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  through.

Divergent

At  age  1 6  all  teenagers,  including  Beatrice  Prior,  must  choose 
to  join  one  of  the  five  factions  as  outlined  by  their  govern¬ 
ment.  These  factions  are  based  upon  personality  traits  that 
determine  one  ’  s  role  within  the  government .  The  factions  from 
which  they  must  choose  are  Abnegation  (selflessness) ,  Candor 
(honesty),  Amity  (peacefulness),  Erudite  (intelligence),  or 
Dauntless  (bravery) .  During  Beatrice’s  test  something  strange 
happens.  Her  test  determines  that  she  is  Divergent,  meaning 
that  she  is  suited  for  more  than  one  faction.  However,  if  the 
government  officials  discover  that  she  is  divergent,  her  life 
will  be  in  jeopardy. 

Beatrice,  who  was  originally  born  into  Abnegation,  is  tom 
between  leaving  her  family  and  all  that  she  knew  for  the  Daunt- 
less  faction;  the  faction  for  which  she  is  best  suited.  Once  the 
choosing  ceremony  is  complete ,  the  initiation  process  begins . 
And  only  through  initiation  can  she  become  a  Dauntless. 
Her  very  first  challenge  was  to  jump  onto  a  moving  train  to 
reach  the  compound  only  to  jump  into  the  center  of  a  black 
hole  with  no  bottom.  Beatrice  was  the  first  to  jump  and  was 
rewarded  the  title  of  “first  jumper.”  It  was  at  this  time  that 
Beatrice  becomes  Tris. 

Tris  soon  discovers  that  something  is  just  not  right  about 
Dauntless,  the  government,  and  the  people  making  the  deci¬ 
sions.  Could  rebellion  be  brewing?  And  what  makes  a  Diver¬ 
gent  so  lethal  to  the  government?  Can  Tris  survive?  And  what 
about  her  family;  will  she  ever  see  them  again? 

Veronica  Roth’ s  Divergent  proves  to  captivate  with  its  thrill¬ 
ing  story  and  characters .  Even  in  this  world  of  Divergent  where 
everyone’s  supposed  to  have  one  dominant  trait,  characters 
are  still  extremely  complex.  Beatrice  Prior  or  Tris  is  a  well- 
rounded  character  that  could  keep  anyone  wanting  to  read. 
She  is  a  small  girl  with  blonde  hair  and  gray  blue  eyes.  While 
in  the  Abnegation  faction  she  was  an  inquisitive,  kind,  and 
most  of  the  time  a  selfless  person.  Her  switch  to  the  Dauntless 
faction  proved  to  open  her  character  up  more,  yet  she  did  not 
lose  her  previous  traits,  showing  that  she  is  what  some  may 
call  an  adrenaline  junkie.  Tris  tends  to  get  herself  into  situa¬ 
tions  which  test  her  bravery  or  cause  her  harm  in  some  way. 

Divergent  grabbed  my  attention  from  the  very  beginning 
and  held  it  until  the  very  last  word.  This  book  will  draw  you 
into  the  story  as  if  you  were  a  character  as  well  causing  you  to 
question  which  faction  you  might  be  in  and  what  you  would 
do  in  the  situation  that  Tris  finds  herself  in.  The  twist  in  this 
book  will  keep  you  guessing  and  begging  for  the  next  book, 
Insurgent .  I  highly  recommend  Divergent  to  anyone  looking  for 
a  fast  paced,  sci-fi  book  full  of  action  and  a  touch  of  romance.

CRP  Sign-up  Deadline  Extended  to  April  13 

The  USDA  Farm  Service  Agency  announced  the  sign-up  deadline  for  the  Conservation 
Reserve  Program  (CRP)  has  been  extended  to  April  13. 

After  the  CRP  general  sign-up  ends  on  April  13,  FSA  will  evaluate  offers  based  on  cost  and 
the  Environmental  Benefits  Index  (EBI).  The  EBI  takes  into  consideration  variables  such  as 
wildlife  habitat,  water  quality  protection,  soil  erosion  reduction,  air  quality  protection  and 
other  enduring  benefits.  Accepted  offers  will  become  effective  October  1 , 2012. 

Producers  with  expiring  contracts  and  producers  with  environmentally  sensitive  land  are 
encouraged  to  evaluate  their  options  under  CRP. 

Producers  are  urged  to  contact  their  local  FSA  service  center  or  visit  FSA’s  website  at  fsa. 
usda.gov  for  additional  information  regarding  CRP. 

USDA  Announces  Milk  Income  Loss  Contract 
Program  Payment  Rate  for  February  Production 

The  Farm  Service  Agency  (FSA)  State  Executive  Director  John  W.  McCauley  announces 
the  February  payment  rate  for  the  Milk  Income  Loss  Contract  (MILC)  program.  The  February 
MILC  payment  rate  is  $0.3895043  per  hundredweight.  This  is  the  first  time  there  has  been  a 
payment  for  MILC  since  April  2010. 

“Dairy  producers  are  affected  by  the  market  price  for  milk  and  the  price  of  feed  to  sustain 
their  herds,”  said  McCauley.  “While  milk  prices  have  remained  above  the  $16.94  base  used 
in  the  MILC  calculation,  the  increase  in  feed  prices  has  triggered  payments  because  of  the 
feed  ration  component.” 

MILC  payments  are  triggered  when  the  Boston  Class  I  milk  price  falls  below  $16.94  per 
hundredweight,  after  adjustment  for  the  cost  of  dairy  feed  rations.  MILC  payments  are  cal¬ 
culated  each  month  using  the  latest  milk  price  and  feed  cost. 

The  2008  Farm  Bill  authorized  MILC  through  Sept.  30,  2012.  Producers  must  meet  the 
Average  Adjusted  Gross  Income  requirement  and  provide  marketing  data  to  the  FSA  County 
Office  in  order  to  qualify.  New  dairy  producers  can  apply  for  program  benefits  anytime  through 
Sept.  30,  2012,  at  local  FSA  offices.

Spike  in  motorcycle  crashes  prompts  KSP  to  launch  social  media  safety  blitz 

KSP  reports  that  2012  has  already  shown  a  spike  in  motorcycle-related  crashes  with  a  69  percent  increase  from 
2011  for  the  same  time  period.  For  this  reason,  KSP  has  decided  to  utilize  their  best  asset  for  reaching  the  public 
-  social  media.  With  over  40,000  followers  on  Facebook©,  2,900  followers  on  Twitter©  and  an  active  YouTube©, 
Flickr©  and  Blogger©  account,  the  agency  plans  to  blast  out  motorcycle  safety  messaging  via  these  platforms. 

KSP  Spokesman  Lt.  David  Jude  called  on  his  staff  to  get  ‘proactive’  about  motorcycle  safety  when  he  reviewed 
the  weekly  FARS  report  (Fatality  Analysis  Reporting  System)  showing  the  spike  in  motorcycle  crashes. 

“With  the  unseasonably  warm  weather  we  are  having,  more  bikes  are  out  on  the  road  earlier  than  what  motorists 
are  used  to  seeing,”  says  Jude.  “With  a  nearly  70  percent  increase  in  motorcycle  related  crashes  already  this  year, 
we  need  to  get  in  front  of  this  trend  and  stop  the  unnecessary  injuries  and  deaths  on  our  roadways.” 

Jude  advised  that  the  agency  plans  a  weeklong  social  media  campaign  that  includes  launching  a  new  YouTube 
video  about  motorcycle  safety,  Facebook  and  Twitter  updates  with  safety  messaging  and  a  blog  post  from  KSP 
Commissioner  Rodney  Brewer  about  the  project. 

“Our  principle  concern  is  to  increase  driver  recognition  of  motorcyclists  in  traffic,  while  at  the  same  time  encour¬ 
aging  cyclists  to  engage  in  the  overall  safe  operation  of  their  bikes,”  adds  Jude. 

“Being  fiscally  conservative,  our  agency  does  not  have  the  financial  resources  to  purchase  media  packages.  We 
believe  that  by  tapping  into  social  media,  we  can  still  have  a  voice  in  proactive  messaging,  but  at  minimal  expense.” 

Through  April  4,  2012,  there  have  been  249  motorcycle  related  crashes  resulting  in  167  injuries  and  9  deaths. 
When  compared  to  crashes  in  2011  for  the  same  time  period  that  calculates  into  a  69  percent  increase  in  crashes; 
75  percent  increase  in  injuries;  and  44  percent  increase  in  deaths. 

Jude  said  the  increase  in  motorcycle  crashes  and  fatalities  has  stepped  up  the  emphasis  on  the  agency’s  annual 
‘Motorcycle  Safety  Day’  awareness  program. 

This  will  be  the  5th  year  that  the  agency  will  host  the  event  that  includes  safety  exhibits,  motorcycle  vendors,  a 
news  conference  and  a  police  escorted  ride  through  scenic  Kentucky.  This  program  is  scheduled  for  Friday,  June 
22,  2012  at  KSP  Headquarters  in  Frankfort. 

In  addition  to  Safety  Day,  KSP  will  offer  a  free  three-hour  motorcycle  safety  seminar  on  May  17,  2012,  taught 
by  a  certified  Motorcycle  Safety  Foundation  RiderCoach. 

“There's  often  an  obstacle  facing  new  riders,"  says  Jude.  "They'd  like  to  buy  their  first  bike  or  maybe  upgrade 
to  a  newer,  more  powerful  one,  but  worry  about  their  ability  to  handle  it  safely.  Rider  education  programs  are  the 
answer  for  both  beginning  and  seasoned  riders.  We  advocate  attending  refresher  courses  that  help  riders  keep  their 
edge  by  sharpening  their  skills." 

Jude  said  that  a  motorcyclist  is  much  more  vulnerable  than  a  passenger  vehicle  occupant  in  the  event  of  a  crash. 
Research  from  the  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety  Administration  (NHTS  A)  shows  that  motorcyclists  are  34  times 
more  likely  to  die  in  traffic  crashes  than  passenger  car  occupants. 

Jude  offers  tips  for  drivers  to  help  keep  motorcyclists  safe  on  our  roadways. 

•  Remember,  a  motorcycle  is  a  vehicle  with  all  of  the  rights  and  privileges  of  any  other  motor  vehicle. 

•  Always  allow  a  motorcyclist  the  full  lane  width — never  try  to  share  a  lane. 

•  Perform  a  visual  check  for  motorcycles  by  checking  mirrors  and  blind  spots  before  entering  or  exiting  a 
lane  of  traffic,  and  at  intersections. 

•  Always  signal  your  intentions  before  changing  lanes  or  merging  with  traffic. 

•  Don’t  be  fooled  by  a  flashing  turn  signal  on  a  motorcycle  -  motorcycle  signals  are  often  not  self-canceling 
and  riders  sometimes  forget  to  turn  them  off.  Wait  to  be  sure  the  motorcycle  is  going  to  turn  before  you  proceed. 

•  Allow  more  following  distance  -  three  or  four  seconds  -  when  behind  a  motorcycle  so  the  motorcyclist  has 
enough  time  to  maneuver  or  stop  in  an  emergency. 

•  Never  tailgate.  In  dry  conditions,  motorcycles  can  stop  more  quickly  than  cars. 

•  Never  drive  while  distracted.
